What 
was chiefly needed to make peace and happiness 
in Europe permanent, we were advised on high 
authority, was to give the peoples of Europe self- 
determination and democratic government. Self- 
determination meant political independence based 
on race rather than geography. 
when the war ended, new states, some little, some 
big, Were set up. With a few distinguished ex: 
‘ceptions, the new countries have shown a marked 
incapacity for self-government as we know it; one 
after another they have drifted toward chaos, to 
be rescued at length by self-appointed dictators. 
So far as the peoples go, they have exchanged one 
oppreasion for another. So far as the peace of Eu- 
rope and of the world is concerned, the increase 
in the number of states and the exercise of abso- 
ute power over them by ruthless men are not 
reassuring. 


Accordingly, 


dictatorship is a reminder that 
Europe ig not homogeneous and that political gen- 
eralizations which can safely be applied to the 
western nations do not apply elsewhere on the 
continent. Tas TRIBUNE correspondent in Kovno 
is enlightening en this point. Kovno, the Lithu - 
anian capital, he says, “ remains a Russian fron- 
tier garrison town with six horse cars and a huge 
ghetto without sewers.” The picture is of poverty 
and iliteracy, yet it has been assumed that the 
Lithuanians were as competent to rule themselvés 
through democratic forms as the Danes or the 
Dutch. Under the circumstances, it is scarcely 
surprising that dictatorships have arisen or that, 
having arisen, they have not been instantly chal- 
lengéd and overthrown. It takes a long time to 
learn the valué of political liberty, and some, peo- 
ple never learn it. ,
